Glades Migrant Legal Service 
Headquarted In Belle Glade 


The local office of the 
South Florida Migrant Legal 
Services Program, Inc., will be 
open for business at the end 
of September. 

The program is designed to 
help low income people in 
south Florida farm areas with 
legal problems which they 
could not afford otherwise. 

The program has no connec- 
tion with union activities what- 
soever, stated John Paul Jones, 
loca! attorney who will Be in 
the Belle Glade office. 

“However conflict might 
rise with employers which we 
will handle,” said Joseph С. 
Segor, Deputy Director of the 
program. These problems may 
stem from anything from not 
being paid to not having social 
security deducted, he said. 

There are many areas in 
which the poor need help they 
cannot afford, Jones said. An 
example of these cases was a 
man who had his car taken 
through forclosure. The pro- 
ceedings and contract were not 
legal, Jones said, but to fight 
the case involving only $75 
would have cost about $250 
in court costs and time. This 
program will give the poor a 
recourse in such matters 

The four lawyers to be 
working out of Belle Glade 
will handle most types of 
cases. 

“We might handle some fel- 
onies to the pleading stage. at 
which time a public defender 
is appointed,” Segor said, “and 
we will not handle traffic cases 
unless they are very serious.” 

Fee generating cases will 
not be handled at all by the 
program attorneys but refer- 
rals of such cases will be made 


to the Bar Association who

PBJC Fees Jump In Fall 
From.$65 To $90 A Term 


The first basic feerincrease 
in the 34-year history of Palm 
Beach Junior College will be- 
come effective this fall, ac- 
cording to Dr. Harold С 
Manor, president. 

Instead of paying $65 per 
term, the full-time student 
will pay $90. Both figures in- 
clude a student activity fee 
which was set at $15 in 1965, 
and remains the same. 


Students from Florida coun 
ties which do not support a 
junior college must add $37.- 
50 to their fees, instead of 
$25, and out of state students 
must add $150 per term, in 
stead of $100, 


Part-time fees have been 
raised by 50 per cent. A stu- 
dent taking a three-hour cour- 
se at night, for instance, will 
now pay $22.50 instead of 
515. 


Most special fees for clas- 
ses with unusual expenses re- 
main unchanged. 

"Fees were consolidated in 
the fall of 1962," Dr. Manor 
said, “but this is the first 
time in the history of the col- 
lege we have been forced to 
increase our basic fees.” 


In announcing the fee 
changes. Dr. Manor said any 
increase in fees is “regrett- 
able,” but added that a cut- 
back in the quality of educa-

The nightmare of rioting 
and pilaging which has over- 
whelmed Detroit and other 
American cities is the end re- 
sult of more than a decade of 
encouragement of anarchy by 
American liberals.

where are liberal counsels of 
appalling moral irresponsibil- 
ity. The rioters, looters and 
arsonists have been encour- 
aged in recent years to be- 
lieve that they were above the 
law. When disturbances took 


place in Southern communit- 
ies, for example, hundreds of 
clerical carpetbaggers descend- 
ed on these towns and cities to 
condemn the law enforcement 
authorities. Now, the shoe is 
on the other foot. The home- 
towns of the liberal clergy and 
liberal professors are engulfed 
in the smoke of armed rebel- 
lion against lawful gove 
ment. Southerners cannot be 
used as scapegoats, 

Conservative Americans 
saw the insurrection coming 
over the last few years, Mob 
violence, excused by the li- 
berals, grew each year. The 
first big national disaster of this 
sort took place in the Watts 
district of Los Angeles. Riot- 
ers and looters at work in that 
outbreak never were treated 
with sufficient severity. 

The liberals, which have en- 
joyed massive support from 
churches and charitable foun- 
dations, have been slow to 
learn a lesson.

Buying Food On Credit 
Possible In Near Future 


By Doyle Conner 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
As the ranks of American 
farmers thin, reducing food 
output and raising costs, the 
frightening prospect of credit 
buying of food looms for the 
consuming public 

The prospect of this untried 
and, 1 might add, undesirable 
system was voiced recently by 
Carl Е. Neumann, Secretary- 
general ma GP the Na- 
tional Livestock and Meat 
Board. 

As Mr. Neumann points 
out, the credit buying of food- 
stuffs could come about in the 
not too distant future. He lists 
two contributing fa 

First, there's a strong pro- 
spect for increased food costs 
and secondly, consumers will 
want to assure the availability 
of money to buy this basic ne- 
cessity. = 

Although food traditionally 
has been a cash item, many 
authorities in the field of food 
economics feel that the era of 
abundant food supplies at 
prices below the level of other 
consumer goods is drawing to 
a close 

The economists reason that 
today there is ample alterna- 
tive employment available, to 
farmers. = 

This line of thinking also 
gives reason for concern, in 
view of the mounting decline 
in the American farm force, 
brought about by lower and 
lower returns for the agricul- 
tural producer, 

It brings to mind the ques- 
tion: how would the popula- 
tion of the United States ac- 
quire its food supply, if every 
farmer decided to enter anoth- 
er field of employment? 

Less than eight percent of 
the nation’s population now is 
engaged in farming. 

These few feed the rest of 
the nation and, by 1970, it is 
estimated that only five per- 
cent of the nation’s population 
will live on farms. 

А steady diversion of farm- 
ers to other work will event- 
ually mean less’ food — and 
scarce goods cost more money. 

Mr. Neumann states, “The 
continued production of vol- 
ume supplies of food will de- 


ог. 


pend, in litge part, on wheth- 
er ог not producers are al- 
lowed 10 earn a share of this 
nation’s prosperity, тоге in 
keeping with the rest of the 
population.” 

If farmers are not guaranteed 
reasonable returns for their 
products, then they will turn’ 
to more profitable pursuits 

The American meat indus- 
шу, Mr. Neumann states, feels 
that “ours is a product of val- 
ue, which stands on its own 
merits in its contributions to 
the health of the consumer.” 

“It certainly 
of the price consumers are re- 
quired to pay for it, as many 
of the luxury items which have 
jumped much higher in price 
than meat, during the past few 
years,” he added. 

Mr. Neumann rapped what 
he termed the “subsidization 
of the “good life’ by keeping 
food prices and agricultural 
income below the levels of the 
rest of the economy.” 

One possible solution to this 
dilemma was voiced by Mr 
Neumann: giving paycheck 
priority to food by the house- 
wife.

A slave gave a 
shining example of heroism by rescuing many persons 
before he himself died in the flames, This man had lived 
in a different world from the theatergoers; yet when they 
needed his help, he gave it freely, even at the cost of his 
own life. 

This act of self-sacrificing heroism and the parable of 
the good Samaritan teach us our duty—to help those in 
need whenever we can, even at inconvenience or risk to 
ourselves, since all of us are neighbors.

Going Fishing? Know Things To Do 


TALLAHASSEE — Relax, 
plan a fishing trip and go fish- 
ing, but keep in mind the fol- 
lowing list of “things 10 do” 
issued by the Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Com- 
mission as a timely reminder 
to fresh water fishermen. 

Have a proper fishing lic- 
ense. Old licenses expired June 
30. New licenses are available 
at the office of all County 
Judges or authorized license 
agents. 

Fish only with pole and 
line, rod and reel, spinner, or 
trolling. Non-game fish may 
be taken with bush hook, set 
line or trot line baited with 
cut bait or other substance, 
not including live fish, or any 
part of any game fish. 

Trot lines are limited to 25 
hooks when used for takin; 
non-game fish for personal us 
with a regular fishing license. 

Use of set lines or bush 
books are prohibited in the 
Fifth Conservation District 

Non-game fish other than 
catfish may be taken by man- 
ually operated spears, gigs, of 
bow and arrow during daylight 
hours, except in waters where 
this activity is prohibited by 
local law. Underwater swim- 
ming or diving is prohibited 
when using such devices ex-

Be familiar with and abide 
by the daily bag limit establish- 
ed for fresh water game fish. 

It is unlawful to refuse to 
produce fishing license, ident- 
ification, and fish for inspe 
tion upon request of an ай- 
thorized wildlife officer. 

The use of goldfish or carp, 
or the minnows of bass is un- 
lawful, and diseased or illegal 
bait is subject to confiscation. 

At is unlawful to sell, offer 
for sale, barter, purchase, or 
exchange for merchandise any 
fresh water game fish 

Check “special regulations 
before fishing on an establish- 
ed fish management area. 

There is no closed season 
and no size limit on Florida's 
fresh water fish and fisher- 
men may fish twenty- four 
hours a day throughout 
year.

Cape Florida is located off 
U. S. 1 over the Rickenback- 
er Causeway to the tip of Key 
Biscayne near Miami 

Visitors to the new park 
will use an existing road that 
runs along the west side of the 
key almost to the lighthouse, 
А new road along the eastern 
side of the key is being built 
by the Dade County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Even before the park was 
opened, visitors were allowed 
to walk in or come by bo 
and Cape Florida has managed 
to lead all Florida State Parks 
in the number of boating 
visitors so far this year. 

Cape Florida is one of the 
last unspoiled wilderness areas 
п the southeastern portion of 
the State, and one which was 
long sought by commercial 
interests until the Governor 
and State Cabinet approved
